B E R L IN . Oct, 30.— “The Ruman- 
ans are still retreating and their 
day of reckoning is coming," Field 
Marshal Von Hindenburg today de­ 
clared, while visiting Berlin for the 
first time since the

the war. 
“ Wa welcome their entrance in­ 
to the war,” declared Von Hinden­ 
burg, “for, by it we got out of the 
trenches. 
"The French have shown great 
tenacity but they are exterminating 
their lives by their present method 
of fighting. 
All their tenacity will 
be cf no use to them 
and 
finally 
there will be none left.” 
Arriving in Berlin for his first 
visit during the war Von Hinden­ 
burg today became the object of 
demonrtrati 'ns throughout the ctiy. 
Von Hindenburg was 
first 
re­ 
ceived by the Kaiser at the royal 
palace. 
He dined with 
his wife 
and daughter. 
It 
is 
understood 
that he 
met 
some 
government 
heads after a conference with the 
emperor. 
T he kaiser himself spent several 
hours about the city. 
A fter visit­ 
ing a number of soup kitchens and 
eating cabbage and meat stew. his 
majesty received a lengthy report 
from Chancellor Von Bethman-Holl- 
weg.
